Upon the Credit of theſe ewo inge- 
nious Letters, that appear to have nei- 
ther Senſe nor Engliſh in them, and that 
carry ſuſpicious Marks almoſt in every 
Line, our celebrated Anatomiſt hyes down 
to his Brother Howard at Guilford; and 
to palliate the Matter, prevails on a 
worthy Gentleman to bear him Com-

The next Thing he mentions, is the 
Largeneſs of the Heart, and that the 
Foramen Ovale was entirely open.

* the Implantation of the Uinbelical

tally with Skill in Anatomy and Inno-

ing theſe Prints, till his Account of the 


Delivery of the 18th Rabber is ready to 


come out. Our Author, ſtill intent up- 
on his Comparative Anatomy, and not 
conſidering how he has embarraſſed his 
Recantation, goes on to acquaint us of 
the Difference he found between two 
common Rabbets, that he ſays he diſ- 
ſeed before Mr. Molyneux, and thoſe 
he calls the præternatural ones. 

In the Courſe of his Diſſections he al] 
ſures us, that he found the Lungs of a

He tells 
us too, that his other common Rabbet was 
barely fifteen Days old; and yet he ſays the 
Lungs of it were at leaſt 8 times bigger than 
the Lungs of his præternatural one, (which was 
about the Size of one four Months old.) Sure 
our Author had his Microſcopical Spectacles on 
when he magnified his Objects at this prodi- 
gious Rate in his natural Rabbets; and muſt 
have been at a vaſt Diſtance from his præter- 
natural Copies, when they diminiſh'd in a 
Viceſſimal Proportion. But for my Part, who 
only vie w'd his præternatural Rabbets Lungs at 
the Bagnio with my naked Eye, I could dilco- 
ver nothing different in their Structure or Pro- 
portion from natural Rabbets. How far our 
Author's Optics may have been diſordered, by 
Poiſon Or too hard Study, he will do well to ſer 
forth in his promiſed Apology. 

Our Author goes on with his Microſcopical 
Obſervations ; and in the Stomach and Intet- 
lines, pretends to obſerve, that the Diffe- 
rence was ſo notoriouſiy great from thoſe he had 
examined, that even in the Sucking Rabber, 
(he ſays) the Stomach and Cœcum were at 
leaſt three times Jarger than thoſe Parts in the 
præternatural ones. Quere whether our Au- 
tnor makes a proper Allowance for the Pellets 
and Mucus he found in the Dung of his Fztus ? 

I much wonder, that with all this Penetra- 
tion and Sharp-ſighcedneſs, he did not diſcover 
the Pieces of Hay, Straw, Cc. that Mr. Ablers 


and other Gentlemen diſcovered in the Fæces 


of his Animals; and it is as ſtrange to me that 
our Author's Anatomy ſhouldall turn ane way, 
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and till in favour of an Event, that he ſaid | 
himſelf he has at lengch with much ado found | 


out to be an Impoſture. 


And that our Anatomiſt could take his Rab. 
bers for Fætuss, when, as I hinted before, he 
does not ſo much as pretend to have diſcover'd | 


in them either Umbelical Vein, or Arteries, or 


Urathus, Or Ductus Venoſus, all which are abſo- 
lutely neceſſary to the very Being of a Fztus, is | 
beyond my Conception; and how he came | 


to rake no notice of the longitudinal and ob- 


Jique Incifions in the abdominal Muſcles, and | 
the Marks of Violence I obſerved in the torn | 
Parts of the Viſcera of the Abdomen, is equal- | 
ly amaſing to me. But perhaps his next Book | 
will account for theſe and other ſurpriſing | 
Phxnomcna, that appear'd in his monſtrous | 


EFrtus's. 
We now come to our Author's ſecond Jour- 


ney to Guilford on the 22d of laſt Month, | 


where, after a frivolous Account of Labour- 
pains, &c. he tells us, that his Patient, Mary 
Toft, voided a piece of one of the Membranes 


of the Placenta, rolled up like Parchment ; and 
that when it was extended, it meaſured about 
fix Inches over.
